REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or fairly teach a dust receptacle for an electric hand machine tool, the 
receptacle having a chamber, the chamber having an inlet fitting that has a connecting 
opening to be fitted onto a dust output fitting and a mouth oriented toward the chamber 
having an exhaust opening and a dust filter between the chamber and opening, the inlet 
fitting extends only inside the receptacle in a lower region of the receptacle and does 
not extend over a contour of the receptacle, and extends below the chamber, filter and 
exhaust opening, the mouth of the inlet fitting situated close to a rear delimiting wall of 
the chamber, the wall at an angle of less than 90 degrees to the axis of the inlet fitting to 
form a slope to guide an incoming airstream upwards into the chamber. In a similar 
apparatus, DE 29 06 123, figure 10, teaches a dust receptacle having a chamber with 
an inlet fitting and a mouth oriented toward the chamber having an exhaust opening and 
a dust filter between the chamber and opening, but the inlet is beside the chamber, not 
below it, and the inlet mouth is not situated close to a rear delimiting wall of the 
chamber. It is the examiner's position that without some teaching to position the inlet as 
claimed, that the invention as claimed would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art.
